DONNA ISADORA COUSINO. 

Mr. William E. Curtis, a mem er of the South 
Ainerican Commission, writes an interesting letter 
from Cuiſi to tae Chicago Inter-Ocean describing 
the unbouuded wealth and splendor of Donna Isa- 
dora Cousino, of Chili, the richest woman in the 
worli, Sue is known by the sobriquet of the 
Countess of Monte Cristo, and no one, not even 
herseif, knows the exact number of her millions. 
Her ancestry goes bac to the days of the con quest, 
aud were then famuus, as they had fought with 
dist. notion under tne ensign of the Arrogans before 
the alliance with Uastiie. The ancestors of her late 
husband, too, came over early and shared in the 
spoi.s of he conquest. Their estates, on both 
sides, were coutinuaily increased by the addition 
of those of loss t rifty proprietors, until they be- 
came tne largest and most valuable of all the 
hac.endas of Chill. Botan estates were united 
twe.ty-four years ago by the morriage 
of the late Don and his survivin: 
widow. While he lived he was the richest man 


in Chili, and sae the ric est woman, for their pro- 
perty was Kept separate. both managing their own 
estates. Tue uusba d, at bis deat , „ned all his 
property to bis wife. so chat now she has miihons 
of acres of land. m.Lionus of money. buudreds of 
thousands of floc s ani berds, e al. copper and 
suver mines, acres of real sta e in the ciiies of 
Santiago aud Va. paraiso. a fleet of iron steuatusu ps. 
sieltiius vors, a Puilroad and other precuctive 
property that yield her ao income of mühons 
vet. Sue exerts all her ingenuity to spend as 
much of it as sur can, and sue succeeds quite weil. 
Her coal mines alone bring er inthe trifle of 
$5 O a month. and as they arethe only source 
from vue Coal can be obtained in Souta America, 
any 0.@W.O does not buy from the widow may 
zo o Great Britam for it. I cosis tne widow 
but $1 Batonte mine ‘ni deliver tuis coal. and 
sve selis it lor $7 50 a ton, justasaade less than 
British coal.

Condition of the Patients—All the Club 
Employ. s Di missed.

Montreat, December 11.—Secresy is still main- 
tained iu tue investigation of the Metropolitan 
Club poisoning case, An interview with Police 
Mayistrate Dugas last evening, however, reveaied 
the fact that the examiniaion was cone uded ven- 
terday, and evidsuce obtained sufficiently strong 
to Cause te issuing of warrants for the arrest of 
the suspected cu prits. The warrants” will dou: t- 
less be execute! to-day. Althouch definite in- 
formation last night was impossible, it is almost 
certain that the guilt has been fixed on one of 
the employes of the c.ub. Dr. Baker Edwards. 
the public analyst, reported to the committee of 
the Metropolitan Club last evening that, after 
analyzing samples of “Rough on Rats.“ a poison 
which uus been used about tue club, be conc uded 
that in ali probability this was the poisou used in 
the soup. Arsenic is present ia large quantities

Senator Sherman on the Confirmation 
of Presidential Appointees — The

WuasnrxoTon. D. C., December 11.—The Treasury 
Department is in rceipt of a letter fram C. G. 
Whitlock, in which he says be has reliable informa- 
tion that twenty officers attached to the United 
States Steamer Juniata, which has just returned to 
New Vork from a cruse in Chinese waters, have 
coneealed on that vessel a large quantity of 
valuable goods, including silk, rugs, fans. vases. 
porcelain and ivory ware, Chinese aud Japanese 
curiosities, which they intend to smuggie into the 
United States. The Collector is instructed to send 
an inspector and assistants to the vessel and to re- 
quest permission from the commanding officer to 
institute a thorouzh search. If suon permission

The trade in foreign titles and decorations, 
of which we gave some account afew months 
ago, is extending. An ente. gentiemen 
at Kensington has been plying the well-to-do 
residents of Vienna with a circular i 
stars, crosses and titles on the installment sys- 
tem—so much a week and no payment down. 
To show that, although these favorable terms 
are offered, the firm” is nota new one, the 
circular states that it has been in existence for 
twelve years, and that it counts a e num- 
ber of customers in Germany and Austria. 
The list issued by the genUeman who calls him- 
self our firm” includes sixteen degorations, 
and the prices compared with those of some 
other dealers in those wares, are a trifle high, 
which may account for the firm’s” willingness 
to accept payment by installments, 

The Papal decorations are the cheapest; the 
Orders of Christ (which dates from 1517), St 
Gregory, the Holy Sepuichre and St. Sylvester 
being offered for £125 each. But for the 
Servian order of Takovo, which was created b 
King Milan so recently as 1878, £150 is ask. 
The Austrian orders are the dearest on the list. 
Even a Knights Cross of the Iron Crown, 
which dates only from 1305, costs £3,000. A 
bewildering variety of titles of nobility are 
offered at prices ranging from £90U fora 
ny to £3,000 for a dukedom.

Almost every woman is nowadays more or 
less occupied with some sort of art needle-work. 
A couvenient receptable for holding it is a ne 
cessity, and it should be a thing apart from the 
commodious work-basket, with its tape, and 
needles, and thread, and buttons. A prett 
conceit for the fancy work is an easel of plus 
on which a bag is fixed The easel should be 
about fourteen inches in height and neatly 
covered with plush; the bag isof the same 
material, lined with a contrasting color of silk 
or satin. A high frill is left above the draw- 
ing-cord, which allows a piece of the lining to 
show. The bag is fastened only to the outer 
portion of the easel, the third being left free to 
open outward, so that it may upright on 
the table. Another isa tripod made of three 
sticks of equal length upon which a child's 
straw hat with a brim is fixed with a wire, 
which is afterwards hidden with a ribbon, Hat 
and sticks are gilded or silvered, the hat is 
lined and fitted with a bag drawn up at the top, 
and the work is complete. A hat with a some-

Feather-stitching 
will answer for the foliage forms, tapestry 
stitches within the flower-petal outlines, and 
French knots where they are desirable. The 
effect is more or less rich or simple, according 
to thestitches and combinations used, and the 
work is applicable to many uses. 

Darned ery still holds its popularity, 
and by it the most delicate effects are attain- 
able, especially in the matter of color, different 
effects being given in different lights. Its prin- 
ciple is practically the reverse of other kinds 
of embroidery in that the design is simply out- 
lined and the filled in, leaving the

GEN. GRANT AND MARK TWAIN. 


Two Accounte ofthe Same Campaign 
From Opposite Points of View. 
From the Personal emoirs of U, S. Grant. 


I took my regiment to Palmyra and remained 
there fora few days, until relieved by the 
Nineteenth Illinois Infantry. From Palmyra 

ed to Salt River, the railroad bridge 
over which had been destroyed by the enemx 
Col. John M. Palmer at that time commanded 
the Thirteenth Illinois, which was acting as a 
guard to workmen who were engaged in re- 
building this bridge. Palmer was my senior 
and commanded the two r as long as 
we remained together. Tue bridge was finish ed 
in about two weeks, and I received orders to 
move against Col. Thomas Harris, who was 
said to be encamped at the little town of 
Florida, some twenty-five miles south of where 
we then were. > 8 oe oe 

As we approached the brow of the hill from 
which it was expected we could see Harris’s 
camp, and possibly find his men ready formed 
to meet us, my heart kept getting higher and 
higher until it felt to me as thoughit was in 
my throat. I would have given anything 
then to have been back in IIlinois. but I had 
not the usual courage to halt and 
consider what to do; 1 kept right on. 
Wen we reached a point from which the val- 
ley below was in full view, I halted. The place 
where Harris had been encamped a few days 
before was still there, and the marks of a recent 
engagement were plainly visible, but the troo 
were gone. My heart resumed its place. It 
occurred to me at once that Harris had been as 
much afraid of me as 1 had been of him. This 
was a view of the question I had never taken 
before; but it was one I never forgot af ter- 
ward. From that event to the close of the war 
I never experienced „I upon confrunt- 
ing an enemy, though I felt more or less 
anxiety. 

Inquiries at the village of Florida divulged 
the fact that Col. Harris, learning of my in- 
tended movement, while my transportation 
was being collected, took time by the forelock 
and left Florida before 1 had started from Salt 
River. He had increased the distance between 
us by forty miles. The next day I started back 
to my old camp at Salt River.

The rest of my war experience was of a piece 
with what I have already told of it. We kept 
monotonously falling back upon one camp or 
another, and eating up the country. * * 
The last camp which we fell back upon was in 
a hollow near the village of Florida, where I 
was born—in Monroe County. Here we were 
warned one day that a Union colonel was 
sweeping down on us with a whole regiment at 
his heels. This looked decidedly serious. Our 
boys went apart and consulted; then we went 
back and told the other companies present that 
the war was a disappointment to us and we 
were going to disband. They were getting 
ready themselves to fall back on some — or 
other and were only waiting for Gen. 
Tom Harris, who was expected to 
arrive at any moment; so they tried to 
pe suade us to waita little while, but the 
majority of us said no, we were accustomed to 
—— , and didn’t need any of Tom Har- 
ris's help; we could get along perfectly well 
without him, and save time, too. So about 
half of our fifteen, including myself, mounted 
and left on the instant. An hour later we met 
General Harris on the road, * „ Harris 
ordered us back; but we told him there was a 
Union colonel coming with a whole regiment 
in his wake, and it looked as if there was going 
to be a disturbance, so we had concluded to go 
home. In time Icameto know that 
Union colonel whose coming frightened us out 
of the war and crippled the Southern cause to 
that extent—General Grant. I came within a 
few hours of seeing him when he was as un- 
known as myself.

Abraham, the picture-dealer, was an ex- actor, 
who had abandoned the stage for the bric-a- 
brac business, At the age of 28 he had begun 
bargain and deal in pictures, objects of 
vertu, tapestries, etc. is business venture 
prospered from the commencement.. He had 
a marvelous bead for business, and 
a remarkable accuracy of judg- 
ment. At the time that Daubigny, Millet, 
and Rousseau were. ignored, he compre- 
hended their merit, While the public and even 
the amateurs disdained those great painters, he 
used to buy their pictures or sell them on com- 
mission. His profits were, at first, exceedingly 
small. But later on, when these artists came 
into fashion. these commissions of his also 
swelled tothe dimensions of large financial 
operations, Abrahams became very rich. 
His perspicacity in divining the merits of 
Rousseau, Millet and Dauvigny had given him 
an excessive contidence in himself -a confidence 
shared, however, by his friends and by many 
aiumateurs, 
He imagined that he had ‘‘made” those artists 
because be had discovered them, He had 
‘brought out” more than one chef d'œuvre, 
wheretore he imagined himself to have been the 
author, the father of the masterpiece itself.

Abraham rushed off at once to another 
amateur, who was one of his clients.

You will pay me eight 
thousand franes for it.

Abraham effected the same negotiation with 
several other parties whom he knew to ha ve 
purchased pictures by Croixvet. Every where 
he bought up his painter's work” at an ad- 
vance of 70 per cent. And each and all of 
these pictures were replaced by him at an im- 
mense profit; be always pledging himself to 
redeem them after two years, with a heavy 
interest for the purchaser, , 

By this ingenious scheme, which demanded 
30 much audacity, and so much confidence, 
both in himself and in Croixvet, Abraham 
obli the amateurs to fulfil their bargain, in 
then own picture galleries. He good 
care that no picture painted by his painter,” 
should be either exchanged or sold at a low 
figure. At the Hotel de Ventes, he himself 
undertook to forte the price at auction sales. 

In the latter operation, he displayed all 
his skill. He began by putting a Croixvet 
up at auction at the Hotel Dreuot; and forced 
the bidding up to 18,000 trancs, It was be hun- 
self who bought in the painting. He had to 
pay 2,700 francs expenses—1,300 francs right of 
sale and 900 franes right of hase, These 
2,700 francs added to the 4,000 francs 
paid for the picture, represented a total dis- 
bursement of 6, 700 francs. But the picture 
iiself, by his operation, was given a triple 
value—138,000 francs at least. nd Abraham 
nad no reason to doubt that he could advantage- 
vusly dispose of it. From that moment Croix- 
vet's paintings became the rage. Everybody 
wished to on one, The prices paid for works 
by the young painter surpassed those of the 
most illustrious masters. Folks said that he 
would soon beat Meissonnier ou values.

Meanwhile, the painter, intoxicated by such 
sudden good luck, lost his head. Hitherto he 
bad been looking shabbily enough, and he did 
not know how to restrain himself in regard to 
luxuries, Abraham incited him to follow the 
disastrous path which he had already begun to 
tread. He had made him large advances to 
s art with; and the painter had rented and had 
furnished on credit a sumptuous residence in 
which two illustrious artists had lived. The 
memory of these great masters seemed good 
luck in Abraham s opinion. Like all those who

Thus left to himself the painter soon over- 
worked himself. His pictures multiplied. The 
offer be: ame almost equal to the demand; and 
a slicht depreciation resulted; Croixvet did 
not perceive the danger. He continued to 
live luxuriously; but he had no longer 
the prodigal Abraham at his elbow to 
supply him with money. He fell into the 
hands of the usurers. One of them, who 
operated in parinership with an auctioneer, 
made him several large loans. The painter put 
his signature to everything and anything they 
asked him to sign:—he was like a man witha 
stone tied to his feet, and thrown overboard 
into the sea. 

Before Croixvet was drowned, however, 
Abraham himself went under.

They compelled him to execute his contract. 
He paid up like an honest man, pledging the 
best part of his stock in order to rode value- 
less pictures—vranilla-zce cream-school crea- | 
tions, which had so depreciated in value that | 
nobody wanted them. He sold his stables, his 
real estate, and honored his signature. But 
when all was paid up, Abraham found himselt 
pobrer after his long campaign of speculation 
than he had been before going into it, Finally

Croixvet survived the catastrophe two years.

The auciiou 
was almost secretly heid in the court-yard of 
the painter's residence. Everything was bought 
in by the usurer Fur, partner of the auctioneer, 
and by anotuer thief named Farel, a constable. | 
After the smashup these men found themselves 
in possession of all the securities for their loans 
and that at a mere nominal cost. Having first 
taken everything trom the man, they then tuok 
the man himself. Au intermediary proposed 
to Croixvet a scheme for paying all his devts 
in a certain number of years—Croixvet to re- 
ceive an annual pension of 36,000 francs and to 
deliver all his picture to the agents, who should 
be responsible for his debts. In desperation 
Croixvet accepted the proposal. He never sus- 
pected that he thus bound himself to work for 
the very men who had ruined him.
